The renort does not indicate any essential change in the 
Soviet supply situation. Some nevly observed dumns (the 
fuel dumps in the area ‘est of Bi RLI'!), undoubtedly vere 
organization dumps of Soviet Army units. Several obser- 
vations indicate that the filling -~orks of some former 
Gernan Army ammunition depots, particularly that of 
TOEPCHIN, were put into operation. 


b. Classification of Su iply Installations 


In this report, and in the folloving renorts on the sane 
subject, distinction is made betvreen "dump" and “Depot™: 


(1) Dump: A makeshift installation, usually constructed 
by the Soviets, located in woods, patches of «oods “here 
supplies are stored either in the open or in temnorary 
sheds, ‘vooden buildings, earth bunkers, etc. 


(2) Depot: A permanent installation with brick or 
concrete buildings, usually a large installation (a:muni- 
tion depot, etc.) of the former German irmed Torces or ~ 
a recuisitioned factory.

(7) DAURIEIT ALDE 


Large outgoing shipments of artillery arinunition, also 
destined for the MAGDEBURG area, had been observed in 
Dece iber 1948, It anpears nossible that arnmunition may 
be finished in the DAMEI'ALDE depot and then shipped 
avay, Further information is required. 


(6) DOBBRERITZ 


The report vas the first to state that fuel dumps are 
Located in the former DOEBFRITZ Camp (troop training 
erounds). Zhey ere »vrobably organizational sunply dumps 
of the motorized units stationed in this area (lst 

lleez Div and 10th Gds Tank Div), like the FALKE SEL 
fuel dump (para 11). Further data on capacity, stocks 
and issue of fuel to troop units is recvired. 


(9) TBENSALDE 
The FITRS’ALDE clothing dump was not tmovrn, It is probably 


small. Zhe observed motor vehicles belonged to troops of 
Lq Fourth Gds t‘eez army (Cadre). 
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(10) SBERS ALDE 


The ammunition dump concerned is only a small svpply 
installation of the ERIMS”ALDE military post. 


(11) FALEDUSEE

The dumps concerned may have been mentioned in previous 
reports, 8 it can be safely assumed that several dumps 
are located in the FUERSTIR’ALDE-K'YTSCTE DOF area, 
further data on the number, location, tyne and capacity 
of the dumps is recuired. The report corroborates the 
assumption that a large supply center is located in the 
TUERST UY A LDE-RTT SCiSDORF area.

The a munition dump concerned as rerorted for the first 
time. It possibly is a large dump vhich is being stocked 
“ith annenition filled in TONPCII"! and JUETTRBOG. Further 
information is recuired as to the type and origin (Soviet 
or Gervan} of anmunition. 


(24) GUESTRON’}P INE f°ALD 


Yhe partly contradictory information on the Pil RITERALDE 
ordnance depot which has been obtained since -ipril 1949 
does not sho a clear ~icture. It appears that the former 

_ ordnance derot, which is seid to have teen destroyed, is 
being demolished by blasting, “hile the installations of 
the former German army ammunition depot are still used 
for the storage of ammunition. Further information on 
tne subject is recuired. 


(15) JUET? BOG 

(a) The fuel depot in the JUETERBOG slaughterhouse has 
been known, It is assumed to be a smell dump of only 
local importance, 

(ob) ‘fhe fuel depot in the factory area northvest of the 
TUPTERBOG kasernes was rerorted for the first time. Tt is 
assumed to be a small organizational installation. 

(16) MARKERSDORE 

The motor vehicle spare parts dump and the motor vehicle
